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Bracken’s Ten 
Points For Youths 


A 10 point program of the state’s 
responsibilities to youth was laid down 
Tuesday nignt by Progressive Con¬ 
servative Leader John Bracken. 

In an address at a public meeting, 

' Mr. Bracken declared it was the re- 

i.ponsibility of the state to see that its 
youth were: 

1. Well born—meaning born heal¬ 
thy. 

2. Maintained in health. 

3. Developed in character. — 

. 4. Informed in the useful wisdom 

of the ages. 

6. Trained in a useful calling. 

6. Taught the dignity of labor. 

7. Required to work ws well as 

learn. 

8. Shown the mental and spiritual 
necessity of accomplishment. 

9. Given opportunity to earn a liv¬ 
ing. 

10. Expected to carry their own 
weight in the community, and a lit¬ 
tle more if they can. 

For Canada, Mr. Bracken said his 
conception of the Btate’s responsibility 
to its youth had this application! 

“The necessity of correcting the 
faults in our economy; giving to the 
youth of the land the advantage of 
health and educatior and training; and 
helping them to a sense of responsi¬ 
bility for society. 

“In my opinion, we must set out 
deliberately to reverse some of the 
lazy tendencies of the past. 

“In health matters, we must set 
out to prevent illness as well as to 
try to cure it. 

Develop Youth • 

“In education, w<- must set out con¬ 
scientiously to develop youth, we must 
set out to prevent unemployment in 
preference to taxing ourselves to pay 
men to do little or nothing. 

“In social security, we must set out 
to raise low wages and give men jobs, 
and in that way provide security ra¬ 
ther than let men lie idle or work at 
low pay and then put on taxes to give 
them relief. 

“In agriculture, we must discard the 
idea that it is inevitable that farmers 
must work long >i hours and at less 
pay than anybody else. 

“In economics, v/e must expand our 
economy rather than restrict it as we 
have done in the past. 

“In our poliiical philosophy, we 
must replace the cynicism of the pres¬ 
ent by a restored faith in democratic 
government, and in the proper func¬ 
tioning of our economy. 

"In government fiscal policy, we 
must reverse the trend to extrava¬ 
gance if we are not to wake up some * 
morning and find we have inherited 
socialism or fascism. 

Excessive Taxation 

“In taxation, we must call a halt to 
excessive rates unless we want enter¬ 
prise to close its floors and let the 
government take ever business. 

"In social economics, we must find 
a way-to raise low wages of the young 
er workers if we are to avoid the ill 
consequences of delaying marriages. 

"In mental hygiene, we must give 
men jobs at work they know to be 
useful, if we are to keep ourselves 
from being swampea with the cost of 
maintenance of mental hospitals.” 

Extend Payment 
Income Tax Aug. 31 

Unpaid balances of income tax 
which falls due April 30, may be post¬ 
poned until Aug. 81, without payment 
of Interest. Revenue Minister Gibson 
announced. 

Income tax returns still must be 
filed by April 30, the minister safchj_ 

“It remains open for any individual 
to make payment of the unpaid bal¬ 
ance of 1943 taxes, due on Anril 30. 
at any time between now and Aug. 31 
without any interest being added,” he 
explained. “After 31, interest at 5 
per cent, as provided by law will be¬ 
come payable. 

“The income tax returns, as the law 
presently requires, must be filed on 
April 30. The mason for requiring 
these returns to be filed on the pres¬ 
ent due date is to enable income tax 
division to proceed with the assessing 
af returns, in-1 to avoid delay in mak¬ 
ing refunds and the issuing of com¬ 
pulsory savings certificates.” 

$64 QUESTION 

Down round Lethbridge, according 
to the Lethbridge Herald, old timers 
ere speculating on whether 1944 may 
be a flood year. Admittedly this does 
not seem likely because dry weather 
conditions have prevailed since Aug¬ 
ust 1942. But oldtimers go back in 
memory to the very mild open winter 
of 1901-02, which was very similar to 
the 1943-44 Winter. Then in May all 
precipitation iecords were broken 
with a fafi of 11.27 inches; 5.68 inches 
in June and 5.95 inches for July. 
There was a grand total for the year 
of 28.05 inches, much higher than 
anything since. So the old timers in 
the south are wondering if the past 
mild winter is to be followed by a 
deluge.

3 Tons Per Cow 

The operator of the Acadia Valley 
sub-station maintain?- at the present 
time 40 cows, 34 yearling, and 36 
calves. Last fall he had stacks of for¬ 
age including 136 tons of cereal hay 
and over 150 tons of good straw. Be¬ 
sides this he had 4000 bushels of 
coarse grains. Stacks are well built, 
about 25 feet high and are protected 
by a good fence. Incidentally two 
large stacks provide shelter from the 
north and west winds. This farmer 
maintains that he can keep his feed 
supplies at three tons per mature ani¬ 
mal every fall in spite of the occasion- 
?1 short crop that can be expected in 
the Acadia Valley district. 

What this farmer has done-can be 
done by any farmei and now is the 
time to plan for an adequate feed re¬ 
serve, especially in those districts sub 
ject to frequent crop failures. Forage 
can be grown in any district—;wild 
hay, crested wheatgrass hay, cereal 
hay and straw. In putting up feed re¬ 
serves it takes very little extra effort 
to build high well shapped weather 
resisting stacks rather than the usual 
barnyard feed pile. This is essential 
if the feed is to be held over for two 
or more years. Aim to have on hand 
tnree tons of forage for every cow 
and thus provide yourself with a very 
good livestock insuiancs policy.

SMOTHERED IN RED TAPE 

/"kNE of the government boards which seems needless- 
v "^ly irritating is the Selective Service Board,. It in¬ 
jects itself into all engagements between employer and 
employee. The original intention was to keep complete 
check on every individual in employment, and to shift 
manpower as needed, or freeze labor on jobs. In all in¬ 
dustry which has any bearing on war effort, the neces¬ 
sity for authority of this nature is realized in order 
that national manpower be used with greatest effic¬ 
iency. . 

But in busying itself, with every minor matter of em¬ 
ployment the Selective Service Board multiplies its ywn 
work, brings endless complications to employers, and is 
much less satisfactory in results than if the parties 
concerned could deal directly with etch other. 

Supposing an employer needs help, and next door to 
him is a girl who meets his needs. He is unable to hire

TRADE IN SUGAR 

SPHERE is no hope held out that, sugar rations will be 
increased. Shortage of sugar is a constant handi¬ 
cap to the housewife who is obliged to provide over 
1000 appetizing meals every year in her own home, and 
furthermore to store away preserves and jams for win¬ 
ter use. And one of the irritations in the continued 
rationing is the thought that Canada could produce 
much more sugar domestically than she is encouraged 
to produce, going far in self-sustainment. 

The sugar bowl in the Canadian home is taking the 
impact of international trade, imports and exports. It 
is said that this country has big trade with the West 
Indies, selling a large volume of Canadian goods for 
which it must accept in return a large volume of West 
Indies commodities. Cane sugar is an important item 
on the import list. An explanation of the reduced im¬ 
ports was the hazard of shipping and the necessity of 
using freighters for more imponant cargo. ^Shipping 
hazards have been reduced, but "a later reason is that 
the world sugar shortage is acute, and Canada must 
share in the world rationing. 

Possibly the long view is that the stability of our 
trade in the West Indies cane sugar must not be imper¬ 
illed by too vigorous encouragement to home produc¬ 
tion of beet sugar. When the war ic over the unhinder¬ 
ed movement of an abundance of sugar will probably be 
resumed. But if we greatly increased our own produc¬ 
tive capacity in the meantime, it would reduce our de¬ 
pendence on the West Indies. Then v:e would have to 
accept some other commodity or suffer in exports. An¬ 
other angle which may figure in consideration is the 
amount of capital from Canada which may be tied up 


in sugar plantations of.the West Indies. 

This excursion into the intricacies of international 
trade is confusing, and without full information on what 
we export to the West Indies and what we import'from 
that country, we cannot judge whether the present 
sugar policy is justified. 

But it does faring home the fact that sacrifices must 
be made to preserve a. balance of trade. We are eager 
to export commodities, and Western Canadians are de¬ 
pendent on-export. The imports which must balance 
exports are bound in many cases to affect certain in¬ 
terests in Canada. Presumably the governning ideal 
is to regulate this trade to bring the greatest good to 
the largest element in national life, and harm to the 
fewest. 

But we do know that Canada could produce much 
more sugar than is now produced end that expansion 
has not been encouraged; that labor could be made 
available from prison camps for the .necessary cultiva¬ 
tion; that more refineries could quickly spring up; 
that producers have been kept in a dither of uncertain¬ 
ty, and that necessary bonuses have been reluctantly 
granted, if granted at all. 

We do know that the Canadian housewife is sorely 
tried though continued rationing, but this would be 
accepted with grace if there was full confidence that it 
was necessary or in the interest of the majority of 
Canadians for present or future trade agreements. But 
if all Canadian homes are being rationed, and home 
production is being held down, merely to serve some 
special interests, that would be a real cause for protest. 
Certain charges to this effect have been made in parlia¬ 
ment and have not been satisfactorily cleared up yet. 
The empty sugar bowl on the family table calls for an 
answer.

The Canadian National has been privileged to join with all the citizens 
of our country, Including those who are serving In the armed forces, In 
the prosecution of the war.

WITHIN AN HOUR of the opening of hostilities the 
Canadian National began what has proved to be 
the largest and one of the most exacting war 
Jobs In Canada.

To this end all energies have 
been directed. The requirements of the armed forces, of industry and agriculture, for transport 
and other services, have been met in all of the nine Provinces of the Dominion and in the import¬ 
ant sections of the United States in which we operate. 


FROM SEPTEMBER W, 1939 to March 10*, 1944 the Cana¬ 
dian National carried more than 100 million 
passengers and 300 million tons of freight. Since 
the beginning of the war the Canadian National 
Dining Car Department has served 13,631,387 
meals. 


on funded debt and Government loans, the 
surplus paid in cash to the Government was 
$35,639,412. 


These demands were greater than ever before, 
the traffic moved in 1943 being 17.3% greater 
than in 1942, the previous peak war year, 
and 44.7% greater than in 1928, the peak 
peace year. 

Freight traffic in 1943 was more than double 
that of 1939, and passenger traffic four times 
that of 1939. 

Despite this, the very large movements of 
war materials and personnel reached their 
destinations in accordance with schedule ar¬ 
rangements. There was no lowering of the 
recognized standards of safety. 


TNI RAHWAY not only hauled away the completed 
munitions of war,'but brought In the raw mate¬ 
rials to make them. Without this two-way ser¬ 
vice, Canada's magnificent job of production 
could not have been carried oat. The Canadian 
National itself builds mine-sweepers, 12,000-ton 
freighters, naval guns and gun mountings, air¬ 
craft components, and parts for other gun 
factories. 


OPERATING EFFICIENCY 

The oj>erating ratio for the year was 73.64% 
(an all-time record) as compared with 76.93% in 
1942 and 81.99% in the peak peace year of 1928. 

It is interesting to note that the vastly 
increased war traffic ln 1943 was handled with 
16.6% fewer locomotives, 15.4% fewer freight 
cars and 5.1% more passenger cars than was 
the traffic of 1917, the fourth year of the last 
World War. 


OF THE 100 MILLION PASSENGERS carried, a high 
percentage consisted of members of the armed 
forces proceeding to camps for training and to 
shipboard for embarkation. 


Fascism — Unions 

Fascism he said, was capitalism by 
force. When capitalism is in position 
that it cannot give the freedoms 
which man expects, it must resort to 
force. As yet North America has not 
felt this pressure cr. the little people 
to that extent. But South America 
Ls developing a fascistic regime in 
outlawing unions, political parties 
and eliminating freedom of franchise. 
It is up to Canada to see that fascism 
does, not take root here. 

It has been charged that a C.C.F. 
government will discourage unions, 
but a C.C.F. government would have 
vTtal need of unions of railway men, 
miners, farmers to help in instituting 
ond carrying out a great co-operative 
o onomy. -Every class and occupation 
n.ust be repressnted to carry out fair 
policies. 

As soon as the war is over, the old 
talk of “balancing the budget” will 
resume and capitalism will tighten up 
to return to the old conditions. - 

“Our boys,” he said, “do not want 
to come back to Canada as they left 
it. They have been willing to give 
their lives in the first against fas¬ 
cism. They must not return to find it 
threatening their own country. We 
must see that tiiey return to different 
economic conditions. Young people 
know it. In a very case where they 
have had a vote the young people 
hnve supported C.C.F.”

P. D. Hargrave, assistant superin¬ 
tendent of the provincial horticultur¬ 
al station at Brooks has spoken at 
many points on the subject of horti¬ 
culture this year 

Mr. Hargrave spoke of the advan¬ 
tages which Alberta people have from 
a scenic standpoint, with the western 
vista of mountains and foothills. This 
is Die large scale background. But to 
this natural beauty there must be 
rdded personal effort if individual 
homes are to be in keeping. Through 
use of pictures the speaker emphasiz¬ 
ed that comfort, harmony and beauty 
did not depend op the size erf a house, 
but in the atmosphere created by sur¬ 
roundings. A few trees and shrubs, 
the color and fragrance of flowers 
make all the difference. He showed 
towns in which every tree had been 
planted by .ran transforming appar- 
ar.ee within a- few years, and creating 
a home atmosphere out of a collection 
of buildings. 

“Most people,” he said, “want a 
home and they want to live as they 
work. -Enjoyment of things around 
them is part of this living, so they 
take time off from money making to 
develop a stretch of green grass, to 
plant shrubbery and gardens. But this 
cannot be realized without effort.” 

In his opinion, t he first c omfort for 
a farm home is rdnning water, rank¬ 
ing even before electricity in value, 
and his pictures showed a simple setup 
of water tower connected with a wind¬ 
mill which can be devised at small 
cost to provide running water for the 
farm. 

Speaking first 01 vegetable gardens 
he said that there was tremendous 
heed for Alberta tc- be more self-sus¬ 
taining than it is in production of 
\ egetable8. Nutritional standards re-

points. Total wheat shipments from 
Brant this season are 134 cars of 
wheat and 33 cars of oats, barley, flax 
and rye.Total delivery of all grain to 
date is 296,000 bushels. The Alberta 
Pacific Graih Co. (1943) has just 
completed shipments of 15,700 bushels 
cats to Canadian Govt. Elevators, Cal¬ 
gary to be cleared for shipment to 
Eastern Canaua for seed. These oats 
1 11 brought local farmers a nice prem¬ 
ium over reguiar market prices. Brant 
still has 460,000 bushels wheat in ele¬ 
vators apd annex and possibly 200,- 
000 or more in farmers’ hands for de¬ 
livery. This goes to show that neither 
land nor farmer have lost their ability 
to produce the necessities of life, al¬ 
though they have lost a Tot of man- . 
power to carry on the war effort.
